• The  Parallel  Universe  Offender  Management  System  was  a 
national  semi-finalist  for  the  prestigious  Innovations  in  American 
Government  Award  from  the  Kennedy  School  of  Government  and 
the  Ford  Foundation  in  partnership  with  the  Council  for  Excellence 
in  Government. 
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• Since  1993,  state  employee  teams  have  been  recognized  for 
extraordinary  initiative  with  the  Governor’s  Award  for  Quality  and 
Productivity.

Did  you  know? 

The  Missouri  Department  of  Corrections  manages  the  state’s 
correctional  resources  efficiently  and  effectively,  reserving  secure 
confinement  in  prisons  for  violent  and  chronically  repeating 
felons.  Toward  that  end,  DOC  is  committed  to  intervening  with 
high  risk,  high  need  probationers  at  the  earliest  possible  time  and 
at  the  lowest  level  of  supervision  to  reduce  relapse,  recidivism 
and  revocation. 

In  FY98,  DOC  in  partnership  with  local  communities,  established 
Local  Sentencing  Initiatives  (LSIs)  in  20  circuits.  Today,  there 
are  25  LSI  programs  in  24  counties  including  16  drug  courts 
funded  by  DOC.  The  court  now  has  alternatives  to  traditional 
prosecution-  alternatives  that  keep  first-time,  non-violent 
offenders  in  the  community  where  they  are  held  accountable  for 
their  conduct  while  receiving  services  and  supervision  that  enable 
them  to  complete  probation  as  civil,  sober  and  law-abiding 
individuals. 


A measure  of  the  early 
success  of  LSIs  is  the 
reduction  in  prison 
admissions  from  counties 
with  LSI  programs. 


In  counties  without  LSIs,  prison 
admissions  increased  10.6%. 

In  the  24  counties  with  LSIs, 
admissions  decreased  2.1%.
